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Cttniberltind Gives a Short Descrip- 
tioa of Quamichan Mountains 
Mineral Veins. 



A Promising Field for the Develop- 
luent of a Prosperous Min- 
ing District. 



As promised in my previoua letter, I 
rrill now give a short deacriptiott o£ tlie 
Quamichan mountains and the mineral 
veins traveraing thorn. The Quamicbaa 
mountains are a email proiip of hills 
r-ither than monntaina, beiuu nowhere 
more than 1200 feet high, inuasured from 
H^i level byaneroid barometer. The couq- 
tif rack is dioritic, and has to all appear- 
ances burst throa^h the coal measures of 
tne Cowichan basin; the conglomerates 
baing seen uplifted on the northeast and 
the shales and Bandstonea on the eouth- 
west'of these monntaius* l^his diorite (7) 
has itself been also disturbed and in some 
placos upturned by dykes of rhyolito or 
allied rock. These dykes, some of very 
great width, have a westerly course, iiiid 
seem to have aotno sort of reliitioii to tlie 
veina of ore bearing iiuartz and suhiata, 
as in moat cases where the veins and 
dykes run panillel and coutigtious tlie 
latter are in some places hif;lily iaipryj;- 
nated witli iron pyrites, and also, from 
Beveral saiiipleg aaoayed, carry a certain 
amount of silver, and I think might, 
if pros))«cted by sinking on the 
walla, lie found to carry gold. 
I infer this from the fact that 
the shaft now being sunk on the San- 
Bum nairovFB, near Oaborn bay, by Na- 
naimo parties and referred to in previ- 
oaa articles, seems to be located on one 
ot these dykes. I said that there were 
four or five parallel veins traversinpf the 
Quamichan moiiiitaing. I now find tliis 
an error, as on further esploration 1 be- 
lieve there are only three main reefs, 
and the rest of the veins are merely out- 
lines or stringers from the three leads, I 
intend in this article to describe only 
the first two of thsao veina; tin; third 
one I would like to look over aa far as 
staked out before sayiai; anything about 
it, except that from what I have aeen of 
samples taken from it I think it will 
prove a very rich one in places. On the 
most southerly of these veins six full- 
Bized claims are locited coutmuously; 
then the vein ia lost to sight for a dis- 
tanne, bat, aaain cropa oat, and one or 
more claims are again staked out on it. 

The surface indications are a white 
quartz carrying a a ma 11 amount of chalco 
and iron pyritos, and the country rock is 
rhyolitic? to mirth and dioritic? to south. 
In a section-cut across this vein to a 
depth of per aapa 80 feet it is seen tlmt 
this wljite qu irtz ia onlya secondary im- 
pregnation, as the lissure is filled below 
partly by a dull amorohus looking 
quartz? with riblious of the white glaasv 
quartz running tliroufh it. Still lower 
in the lead, as seen in the Matchless 
claim on Half-way creek, where some 
development work has bjen done, the 
vein ahowB that a schist gangue is rapid- 
If taking the place of quirtz and the 
chalcopyrites ia now in evidence, mixed 
with a fine grained iron pyrites. The 
lead is also widening from IS feet 
across at 5 feet from the bottom ot cut to 
feet wide at foot, and both walla still 
show signs of further widoninR, Assays 
from thia lead indicate jjreaence of both 
gold and silver. 

No. 2 lead haa ten or more claims lo- 
cated on it; in fact, on the west end 
soma claims overlap one another and 
seem rather mixed up. The vein at the 
eaat end ia of very varying width, being 
Bonaetiniea covered by the country rock, 
diorite? then reappearing in a patchy 
way. The country rook looks as 
if it had been molded' roaad small, and 
BOmetimea large, nodules or blotches of 
quartz while in a plastic state. I'urther 
weJt the reef is uiure pronounced, and 
in the Concillia claim ia from 10 feet to 
to '25 feet wide, of reddisli iron and cup- 
pcr-staine<lquarlx . But is on the next 
claim, the VVolvcrley, situated on the 
fliunmit uf tlie moat easterly of tlie 
(Quamichan mountains, that thia lead 
showa at its best. Ilore it attains a 
width of over .30 feet, exjioaed over tlie 
whole lengtli of the claim. The country 
rock on the north side is here an im- 
mense rhyolitic? dyke. The south side 
is still diorite? The mineral found in 
the vein here is chalco and iron 
pyritica together with galena, and from 
appearances should run well in both 
gold and silver; furtlier westward the 
country ia rather broken, but the lead 
on the next ciniiii phowa up in [ilacwi 
with width uiialtereil. Xo cleveloiiiuent 
work has yet been done on tliiu lead, but 
work will commence next week on at 
least one of these clainia. 

I raentioueil in my lir.st article that I 
anticpated Messrs. Muagiave, Liviiiu'- 
aton it Co. 's reel on Salt Siiriiig i.sluuil, 
on which work is lieing done, would 
carry fair values in both gold and silver. 
Tais has been borne out by an assay re- 
centiv made by .Messrs. Johnston 
Matthov, assayers to the Bank of f'hig- 
land, London, England, which gives 
values as follows : Gold, 8 dwt. 20 grs. ; 
silver, 1 oz. DO grs. ))er ton; and copper 
IS'.j per cent,, or a cash value, taking 
copper at 10 cents ner pound, of -^.'iii per 
ton from surface rnck.

No. .'i, together with some mineral 
claims located on Mount Taocrhaihin.

THE TARIFF. 

Tlie very brief reportn yet received of 
the tariir changes render it not very easy 
to e.tprees any opinion about it, except 
to Bay that it favors importers and is 
likely to add to the revenue. It will 
probably crush out one industry, that of 
the rice mills, in which Victoria has 
some interest. There will probably be 
gome cliangos made in the schedule be 
fore it is finally adopted. The in.struc 
tiona received at the Custom HouEe bear 
out this view. There does not appear on 
the whole to be very much of a depar- 
ture from the principle of protection; 
but on this point judgment must be re 
ficrvetl. The di'criiniiiatioii in favor of 
Great Britain, if it is calculateil to hav 
the desired effect, will be received very 
favorably both in the Mother Country 
and Canada, Speaking under reserve, 
wc should say that the new schedule 
seems to go a long way towards render- 
ing the tariff a non-partizan question. 

THE NKI.SOX .(• FORT 

SHEl'PARD LAND GRANT. 

Much has been said in the Kootenay 
press and in the house against the action 
of the Nelson it Fort Sheppard railway 
in cattiii'4 tinilierof land claiiiied liy iiiin- 
ers. ^Ir. Kellie went so far in the hoiit-e 
yesterilay as to say tliat llio cimipaiiy'H 
oiiii:er3 ou^'lit to be jirosecuted as coiii- 
uion thieves. Mr. Kellie undonbteiUy 
felt justified in using this strong lan- 
guage, but, on consideration, he and any 
one else will see that it is uncalled for. 
We are not apologizinR in any way for 
the Nelson c*c I'^ort; Slieppaid Railway 
Ciiiiipaiiy. They may or Lliey may nut 
have I'Aceedetl their ri^'lils under their 
land jiibaidy, hnttiiis iaa leiral <i\ie^lii)n, 
to be determined by tlie facts in each 
case, and in no case probably would their 
action be of a nature calling for the in- 
tervention of the Attorney-General. 
Whether in any particular case the tim- 
ber on a )iii'i;e (if t;rijuMil liehjntra to llic 
company or tln^ owner of tin- rniniii;; 
claini must <lc|iend upon whether the 
company or tlio claim iiwiier was 
lirst to get a title. If a miner 
should go upon land which the 
company claims and cut timber after'tlie 
land had been granted to the company, 
doing so under a claini of right by virtue 
of a crown fjraiit antecedent to the d.itc 
of the cuinpany'H ^:ra/it, it would hitrdly 
be contended that the Attorn(!y-( Icneral 
should interfere and prosecute the miner 
"like a common thief." The Attorney- 
General, if appealed to by the company 
to do 80, would probably tell it to look 
to the courts for its remedy by civil 
action. We cannot see how the case in 
altered because the company may iiap- 
pen to he the alleged trespasser. 

Willi ref;;ird to the extension of time 
within which the Nelacm i*i l'"ort .Sliej)- 
pard company may complete its Bur- 
veys, it seems very unreasonable to in- 
Bist that because the land is likely to be 
worth more now than anybody thouglit 
it was when tlie siiliHidy was passed, 
advantage should be taken of the 
fact that the company had been 
unable to complete its survey in 
the time specified in the act. As 
to the objection that it was not intended 
that the company should f^et 10,210 
acres a mile, Init only blocks (ixlO miles 
:iloiif; their railway, we do not tliinl; 
t lat a fair interpretation of the f^iihsidy 
A ;t will warrant such a conclusion. It 
i) easy to see how the intention of the 
fcSubsidy Act might be largely defeated, 
anilttjjrQat injustice be done the men 
who advanced money on the strength of 



have cost more money for the E'eirvice 
of the tug. ' We suggest that this 
matter needs looking into. We 
do not mean the conduct of the 
master of the Alice A. Leigh, for he 
appears to have violated none of the 
regulations, but the matter of signals. It 
seems as if the regulations should re- 
(]uire a vessel subject to quarantine to 
hoist the yellow Hag before taking a tow. 
There is a ref^ulation that no vessel from 
an infected port bound to a port that is 
not a quarantine station shall pass a 
quarantine station without calling. Wo 
uuderstand that this has been enlarged 
so as to compel every infected vessel en- 
tering the Royal Boads to report at the 
quarantine statioa in passing. A very 
much more valuable step would be to 
improve the means of communication 
with Carmanah Point go that the (juaran- 
tine oflicer might be informed in ad- 
xance as to what vessels were bound in 
so as to be able to intercept them and 
avoid delay. 



\Vi; have been informed that the dis 
patch from Ottawa Ktatin;^ that tin 
Duke of Teck's company had asked for 
administrative powers in the Yukon is a 
mistake, and that what this company 
asks is certain concessions in regard to 
transiiortation, for wliich it agrees to pay 
the cost of ])oli(dng and administering 
the ^;overnment of the territory. This is 
materially dillerent from the report re- 
iceived, and not nearly so objectionable. 
We think, however, it would be much 
better to provide in some other way for 
the company's payment for the conces- 
sions extended towards it. 



The plan by which it Is proposed to 
secure the opening of the Cnssiar country 
by a line of railway is one that on con- 
sideration must commend itself to pub- 
lic opinion. The opposition in the 
house did not object to the principle of 
the bill, although freely criticizing some 
of its details. Not one of them came 
anything near the position taken by the 
Times last evening when it character- 
ized the bill as outrageous. In fact the 
organ ia sadly out of tune with its party 
in the liouse nowadays. 

There is praoticjvlly no dillerence of 
opinion as to the general principle in- 
volved in the bill. There may very 
naturally be some divergence of views as 
to details. On a qnention ot this char- 
acter it would ho odii indeed if a house 
of thirty or more meiiibera should see 
eye to eye in every particular. It ia 
right that those who think the 
details of this or any other mefisure can 
be improved should seek to amend it; 
but two thintrs always ought to be kept 
in iniiul. I »ne ia that legislation of this 
character is in the nature of a contract 
between two iadividuala, and the legisla- 
ture in granting powers ought lirst to 
learn if the grantee is likely to act upon 
them. If he is not it would be better to 
defeat a bill than to amend it so as to 
make it unacceptable. Another thing is 
that the government must be deemed to 
be responsible for legislation, and, while 
it i)ossesse8 the conlidcnce of the house, 
its judgment aa to the desirability of 
provisions on which there ia some liis- 
pute ought to be accepted by the house. 
Otherwise there is no one whom the 
people can hold reanonsible in case pro- 
visions inserted in legialation of thi^l ^ 
nature prove olijectionable. It is a very j 
common tiling in legislatures lormeiiibers !

A (QUESTION OF (JUAILIXTIXE. 

We are all greatly interested in thepro- 
per enforcement of iiuaraiitine regula- 
tions. Much harm may be done by un- 
due strictures, but more by laxity. The 
case of the Alice A. Leigh has attracted 
some attention. This ship was taken by 
the tug Tacoma ofT the Cape and towed 
to the Royal Roads, reaching there at 
S p.m. At sunrise the next morning she 
hoisteMl the (juarantine flag. In the 
meantime the Tacoma had come into 
port. The Alice A. Leigh had, there- 
fore, been in our waters for nearly 24 
hours with several smallpox cases 
aboard without taking the trouble to 
notify the quarantine olHcer. The tug 
put out to sea without reporting at 
quarantine and being disinfected, as the 
ijuarantine regulations require. This ia 
a very wrong slate of things, but we 
do not know that the (luarantino ofheer 
can be blamed for its occurrence. The 
Alice A. Leigh should have bad her 
quarantine flag dying when she came in 
sight of the tug ; but then! does not ap- 
I)c'ar t ) be any regulation recjuiring this. 
Rule s of the tjuarantine Regulations 
says : 

" livery vessel from any port outside 
of Canada requiring quarantine insjiec- 
tiim shall, on arrival at any port in Can- 
ada, display a yellow (lag at the fore for a 
distinctive quarantine signal in oriler to 
inform the quarantine otiicer that his 
h-ervices are required, and any vessel ar- 
riving by iiigfiL shall (iisi>lay a red light 
at the fore for such signal." 

'I'lie reu'iilatioiiri proviile that tugs 
which have towetl vessels subject lo 
quarantine shall themselves be liable to 
detention. It is obvious that no tug would 
take in tow a vessel Hying the quaran- 
tine signal, except on special terms to 
provide against posi-ihh- <lctciitio!i. An 
infected vessel is thus likidy to refrain 
from (lis play ing her q iia ran tine signal as 
long as possible, and it may easily hap- 
pen that a vessel with smallpox aboard 
may be taken in tow by a tug and 
taken past the ([uarantlne station to th<' 
Royal Roads or elsewhere and the tug 
may goaboiil its business, thereby avading 
a provision which the iiuarantino regula- 
tions reiidi^rcoinpnlHory. I lis clear that if a 
vessel enters the Straits without any 
signal Hying the master of a tug would 
be much less particular about approach- 
ing her than he would be if he knew she 
was subject to quaraiitine. This seenis 
to bo the weak point in the quarantine 
regulations. There aiipears to be no 
way of preventing the men on a tug 
from having close intercourse with an 
infected ship entering the Straits, and 
of coming directly into port without hav- 
ing been disinfected. 

In the case of the Alice A. Leigh, ac- 
cording to the master's letter which we 
printed, she disiilayed no (juarantine 
signal when approached by the Tacoma, 
an.l sailed by the station without a sig- 
nal up. It was not until the next day 
that he hoisted the yellow Hag. It was 
clearly hia duty to have directed the Ta- 
coma to have towed him into the station, 
and the conclusion seems to be that his 
reason for not doing ao was that it would

The Speaker took the cbair at 2 
o'clock. 

The Rev. Perclval Jenna read prayers. 

IJr. Booth aabmitted a report from the 
private bills committee reportinc tlio 
preamble proved of the Brandon Wator 
& LiKht Co.'s bill. ■ 

The report was received. 

Dr. Wiilkein, in Mr. Forster's absence, 
moved for a return of all correspondence 
between any niemlier of tiie f^overnnient 
and any other person or persons in re- 
gard to inalters deiilt witli under section 
IG of the Coal Jlinea Regulation Act, 
and also a copy of any report which tlie 
inapector of mines niuy have made in 
connection therewith. 

The motion was carried. 

The school bill report was adopted and 
the bill waa read a third time and 



The house went into commiicec on tlie 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard bill, Mr. Booth 
in the chair. 

Hon. Premier Turner produced a hinp 
and said that no portion of the land 
crant waa set apart in the district of 
Yale. The map showed that the land 
was well to the east of the boundary of 
Yale electoral district. Vvith reforeruxi 
to the alternate blocks, the government 
wished for that, but there ■were live 
blocks and they must bring two to- 
getlier. Tliero was a desire on the part 
of the Nelaon & Fort Sheppard railway 
to go anywhere in the district for the 
lieu lands, Init tlie government held that 
the alternate blocks ay stem was tlio more 
desirable one. 

Mr. Kellie said that the Nelson & F'ort 
Sbeppard act ftave no authority to the 
Chief CommiBsioner of Lands and Works 
to go outside of the act, and by using his 
discretion in the matter of these lances 
he had gone outside that act. The Kel- 
son & Fort Sbeppard company should be 
bound by their act, which they had gone 
outside of. 

3Ir. Williams claimed that the govern- 
ment had exceeded their authority, and 
by the way they had given the lands to 
the compauy tiie government property 
would not be increased in value by tlio 
railway. The goveruiiient liad taken a 
back seat to the company. Tlio act said 
the compauy were to receive the lands in 
alternate blocks to an extent not exceed- 
ing 10,240 acres a mile, but the govern- 
ment had violated the act by giving the 
company all the land on both sides of 
ihe railway. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said that it wou'd 
have been undesirable to allow the 
company to go all over West Kootenay 
for their lands as they wished to do, ami 
the government had acted in the way 
tbeythonght best in the interests of the 
country in giving the land in the wny 
they did. 

Hon. Col. Baker remarked that it was 
perfectly true that the act said that the 
land should be granted in alternate 
blocks, but it was found impoaeible to do 
that. Then the company asked that it 
might take up lieu land." in any jiart of 
West Kootenay. The government did 
not consider it advisable to give them 
that privilege, as they might cake some 
of the most valuable lands in the coun- 
try. „Tbe government told the company 
they must lake up their land along the 
line of the railway. Uon. members must 
remember that at that time the lands 
were not knonrn to be so valuable. Now 
that they had been found to be more 
valuable than tfaey were thought to be, 
it waa no reason why the government 
should be condemned or the company 
miflcted. 

Mr. Kellie said the railway company 
was riding rough shod over the Mineral 
Act and was compelling miners to pay 
illegal tribute to it for timber. He hail 
affidavits to substantiate what he said. 

Mr. Semlin asked that the a£Bdavits 
should be read. 

Hon. Mr, Eberts said that the people 
who the hon. member (Mr. Kellie) said 
were injured by the company illegally 
had their reoiedy in the law courts. The 
company could ho prosecuted if it used 
thetimberof free miners as the hon. 
member said. 

Mr. Kellie thought the Attorney-Gen- 
eral should prosecute the company. 

Mr. Semlin again asked that the afli- 
davita obould be read, and that was ac- 
cordingly done. 

Hon. Col. Baker said he certainly 
thoughtthat the government ought todo 
all possible to protect the miners, 
but he ■ also thought they must 
see that the government hiid ilone all 
they legally coulil. If u miner aaw any- 
one cutting Ilia timber lie nuiat go to a 
magistrate and get a gammons. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts eaid the afiidavita did 
not show when tlie free miners theiein 
named took up their claims. They 
might have taken them up after the 
company waa given its crown grant. It 
seemed to him that so far as thoafli- 
davita were concerned there waa nothing 
in them. The judge at Rossland or the 
vicinity — there was always one there — 
would give an injunction against illegal 
cutting of timber by the company if it 
were proved. lie could not see why the 
attorney-general's department slmuld 
he called on to prosecute. 

Mr. Semlin contended that the govern- 
ment had overridden the lii.wsof the i>ro- 
vince as against the interests of the j)ro- 
viuce by giviiii: the company the land in 
the way they. had. Without wiahing to 
repudiate he would vote againat the si.x 
months' exlonsiori of lime for surveying 
the land as a protest against the govern- 
ment's action. 

Mr. Kellie moved that a committee; 
should be appointed to inquire into the 
whole matter, 

Mr. Booth ruled the hon. member out 
of order. , 

Mr. Kellie moved the insertion of the 
following as new sections : 

" . The owner of a mineral claim 
heretofore or hereafter located shall be 
entitled to all surface rights, including 
the use of all the limbertliereon for min- 
ing or building purposes in connection 
with the working of said claim, so long 
as he holds the said claim for the pur- 
pose of developing the minerals con- 
tained tlmrein, but no longer." 

" . Free miners shall have the right 
to acquire the surface rights of mineral 
claims at a price riot exceeding (^5) li ve 
dollars per acre, and the company shall 
bo bound to dispose of same to mineral 
claim owners so acquiring claims within 
the lands granted -to the company, ex- 
cept in cases where such claimaare with- 
in the immediate vicinityof railway de- 
pots or towiiHitbH. In all such cases the 
price to bo determined by arbitration 
conducted, so far as practicable, accord- 
ing to the jiroviBiona of the ' Railway 



provisions, so far as practicable, shall 
apply to such proceedings." 

Mr.^opth said the apaendment was 
out of .order at%th0 stage thei bill had 
reached. The committee' should rise, 
the hon. member could move the hew 
sectionsiat the third reading;. . \ ' 

The bill was reported' complete with- 
out amendment. 

On the motion of flon. Col. Baker the 
iMetalliferous Minea Inapection Bill was 
read a second time on the understand- 
ing that rules and regulations will bo in- 
troduced iu committee. 

Hon, Mr. Turuorin moving the second 
reading of the Cassiar Central Railway 
Aid Bill, said its object waa to open up 
Caaaiiir diatrict. It was quite reason- 
able to expect that the country would bo 
found to be a highly mineralized country, 
and the company would demonstrate to 
the province what sort of a district this 
was. Thua the country would bo aaved 
the great expense of a survey. The land 
grant was a difFdrent one to the usual. 
In the fifst.place the land was leased for 
fifty years, secondly the grant included 
the precious metala in the land subject 
to a provision of one and a half per cent, 
upon the net returns from these metala 
being paid to the government, and in ad- 
dition if50 per annum on claims held. K 
the country was opened up by this com- 
pany, the mines would return a very 
largo revenue. Without some such 
method as this it wag very unlikely that 
Uussiar woulil be opened uj) for a long 
time. It was almoat iniiioasible for llie 
prospector to gel into Ibecountry to-day, 
but bv this bill it virtinilly nieaiiL llial 
the company would "grub-stake" the 
prospectors and the country would ho 
examined and developed. He thought 
the bill would commend itself to the 
house. 

Mr, Semlin said that in his opinion 
this bill would keep miners out of Cas- 
siiir. Whs it to bo supposed that those 
men would no into tiio country to ex- 
tract minerals when they knew the com- 
pany could claim one-half of all they got? 
The bill, he thought, would not com- 
mend itaelf to the common sense of the 
house. The leader of the government, 
he felt, waa making a mistake in think- 
ing this bill would help in openine up 
the country. Ho would vote against the 
bill. 

Mr. Booth was surprised at the lender 
of the opposition opjioaing the bill. It 
should receive the unanimous support of 
the house. 

Mr. Kennedy could see nothing worth 
supporting in the bill. 
> Hon. Col. Baker said the bill was ex- 
traordinarily in favor of the free miner. 
He wished the principle of the bill coukl 
be carried out in the whole country. 
Then, indeed, the free miners would 
have a good show. 

Mr. Adams favored the measure, aa it 
would help to develop Cassiar. 

Mr. Williams said the bill was framed 
solely in the interest of the company. It 
wnuhl keep free miners out of Caaaiar 
insiead of inducing them to go there. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley thought this waa a 
moat liberal bill and its whole object 
was to get the diatrict of Oasaiar opened 
up. He would like to see a great many 
more companies come in on the same 
terms. 

Mr. lingers thought this was one of the 
best bills ever introduced in the house. 

Mr. Graiiam contended that Die bill 
would prevent miners going into Cas- 
aiar. 

Messrs. Sword and Macpherson were 
oiiposed to the bill. 

Mr. Cotton was inclined to vote for tlie 
bill aa an experiment, on the under- 
standing that very material changes 
wore made in it in committee. He 
thought a clause should be insert- 
ed in the bill to compel the 
company to do some prospecting, and 
there should be a safeguard agaiiist the 
company locking up the land for 60 years 
and doing nothing to it. In some things

Too Much Should Not Be Attempted 
for the Diamond Jubilee 
Celebration^ 



To THE Editor: -A bill to give the 
raachisG to womea and a. petition on 
wliicli it is founded signed by more than 
two thousand women, at whose ropre- 
Hentative lioad stand the nnmaa of Mrs. 
D. W. Higgina, Edith L. Perrin and f . 
I. Jenns, lie beforu me. One feeli rather 
aarprlaed that the petitiouers have not 
hitherto petitioned the proper authori- 
ties, asking for votes In the various 
synods and cognate inBtitutions of the 
corporations of tLia various denomina- 
tions to wliich they belong and In- de- 
grees become tnemberg tliereof, for, 
according to the petition, they 
possess the very qualities reijuired, 
The petition modestly asserts that " in 
mental power and parity of morals the 
average woman is equal to the average 
man." As to their mental power we all 
know that this is instinctively used in a 
spliere differing from that of man, and is 
suitable for nature's intended purpose. 
All women are delighted when a son is 
horn to tliem. Why this prtlerenceV 
Tlie petition goeson to assort " tluit the 
women of the nation (they moan possibly 
the province) have iia much interest 
as the men in securing laws, prohibiting 
vice, iuculcating virtue and tending to 
tilt! i)reservation of national peace and 
prosperity. Well, as women acknowl- 
edge themselves only on anaveragG with 
horrid man in these respects, surely 
there are enough of men for this pur- 
pose, and so women can be left 
to their proper domestic and 
social dnties, where ' they can do 
much more good and have domestic 
peace and goodwill, and not endanger it 
by political opposition, probably to their 
luisbands and children, or vice versa. 
■What interpretation do they ])ut on the 
v.'ords vice and virtue. 

Peace ia not tlie natural condition of 
man or the universe — war ia. War is 
the daily element of life, strife and 
strive for daily susteaance, for every- 
thing feeds on or ia food for its 
antagonist. This constant war amongst 
individuals becomes national was when 
individuals combine for any particular 
purpose. Man, by his physical strength 
and instinct and duty, is the bread- 
winner, the protector of the female and 
the infant progeny. Here then is where 
the male is superior. He ia the de- 
fender, and in the war of lite he it is 
who prospects, opens and works mines 
and generally speaking does all the 
arduous work which women arc in- 
capable of, and does thia to 
support those dependent on him 
in' the strife and war of existence. 
Do these twenty-Hvo luindred women 
w'sh to excite a war between the sexea? 

The next reason in tbo petition is cer- 
tainly very feminine ; give me a new hat 
or something pretty on my birthday; so 
the petitioners further say, "As a tri- 
bute to Her Majesty 6a the celebration 
of her Diamond Jubilee, it would be a 
fitting and graceful aek on the part of 
tlie legislature (horrid average men) to 
show tLeir appreciation of Her Majesty 
by granting those of her sex in this prov- 
iiiceequal ri^ihta of citizeualiip with men." 
Well, Iler Majesty it is well known does 
not possess the franchise, but ia advised 
by horrid men in all mutters of govern- 
ment. It ia likewise r ell known that in 
social life she always lookwl up to her 
husband, and to tliis day she mourns Ina 
loss. Let the women imitate and follow 
Her Majesty's example in public antl 
private life, for this example has created 
more virtue than all the laws. Who 
dare assert that Her Majesty is agitating 
for women to be enfranchised, 
or that she would esteem ttie 
granting of this a graceful tribute? 
In man virtue means valor. 
The tribute due Her Majesty is the" 
hearts and arms of men tor llie defence of 
the Crown's dignity and the I'knpire at 
large Tiie tribute to Iler Majesty from 
vvonienis to produce and bring up chil- 
dren ; endow them with loyalty, strength 
and valor; inculcate tlieiu with all the 
virtues at home, and teach them to do- 
fend the Empire and Iler .Majesty on 
all occasions, a.id further pre- 
pare them for the war cjf lite 
— the struggle for existence. 
It will be well for young women to learn 
that young men (lislike political females 
— they want somebody nice at home. 
Do women consider tlie marriage cer- 
L-mony a sacred tie, cr merely a civil 
contract? If the latter, free love, 
polygamy or jiolyaiulrui may dime 
into fasiiiou. \Vomen |jrevent war I 
It is more prohahlo that their 
excitability would render it more fri- 
(|uent. A vote carries with it a (, uty to 
bear arms. Aliens canuut vott; until 
they have taken the oath of '.illi!,'iuniH!. 
Women are n(jn-coiii!)at:uita. Do 
they wish to cbanire tbeir lovely 
and Ijewitcldng nature, unacx them- 
selves, embrace Malthusiaaiam, become 
amazons? This apeing bl men is merely 
the iiiannity of the day— a temporary fit 
— a liurleei|ue. 

In this place it mav be remarked that 
most likelv the " liatRof voters" of the 
province will be also the list of voters for 
the Dominion. There is not any prov- 
ince in the Dominion giving the fran- 
chise to women ; will the government 
at (lltawa do ii? Woman has 
a grand g[ih{5re and duty but 
it is not, and must not be or become 
a political one. 

As to the eUect of soliciting votes from 
women — the influence of an extended 
sphere for • bribery and corruption — for 
kissing the baby, presents of green silk 
j)arasols or trinkets, for whisky and 
cigars, jealousy, tlomestic (luarrels. and 
demoralisation, for plurality of voting 
and other remarks, need -not be en- 
larged on.

The historic suapension railway bridge, 
over tbe Niagara gorge will be entirely 
removed by July 1 and a new eteel atruc- 
tiiro, remarkable in many of its features, 
^viIl bo in its place. The new bridge ia 
being built around the old, aud the 
change from one to the other ■will be 
made without interference to traflSc. 
This new bridge will consist of one 
mighty steel arch span, 550 feet be- 
tween springing points— tbe largest 
arcli in the world— flanked on eitiier 
side by a LrusEel span 115 feet in 
leiiL'tli, conueetlng the same \vitli 
the dill' on each side of tbe river. In 
addition to this there will be approaches 
aggregating -110 feet in length. 

This inivility structure, to cost half a 
million dollars, ami to weigh 7,i;OO,C0O 
pnuiids, is to take the ])]ace of the jire- 
sent suspension l)riili;e, which was long 
considered one of the best in the world. 
IL was built in ISo,') .lolin A. Uoebllng 
for the Niagara ImiIIs International 
Bridne Company, of New York, and tho 
Niagara Falls .Suspension Bridge Com- 
pany, of Canada. 

lu 1880 the original wooden suepended 
auperatructure was found inade(inate, 
and was substituted by a new ateel stiff- 
ening truss 820 feet long. Six yeara later 
the stone towers on top of the clitl's sup- 
porting the cables were found to be 
criinililinL', and were replaced by new 
ones of steel, without interruption of 
Irafiic. Both of these clianoes were made 
under the direction of L. L. Buck, chief 
engineer in idiargo of the new structure 
for the Pennsylvania Steel Company, 
which is doing the work for the two cor- 
porations owning the bridge franciiieo. 

Now comes anotlier and a i];reater 
change. The rild bridge, with its single 
track, ia iuadeciuate for tho enlarged 
traffic and thrf increase in weight in loco- 
motive engines, and will be replaced by 
a new bridge with two railway tracks on 
its upper deck, and with wagon way°, 
sidewalks and trolley tracks beneath. 
The lower track? will be used for an 
electric lino from the I'liiled .States to 
Canada around the whirlpool gorge. 

A strange feature in changing from 
luie bridge to the other is that it will be 
done without interference with the 
heavy trallic, though the new bridge is 
being built on tbe exact site of the old 
one, which i! Siirroiiiids and willi which 
it is iiiterlared. The new struclure gets 
not an ounce of support from the old, 
as it extends from tbe clill'd on 
lulher side cut into the air in 
an apparently mysterious manner, 
and to the eye of tbe tyro defies gravity. 
Us huge pieces of steel, which in some 
inslauces exceed thirty tons in weight, 
are being extenifed with apparently only 
theatmospbere under them. 

\\''hen these two sides of tlio arch 
meet in the centre of the span and are 
joined, the old bridge will bo blocked 
up on the new one, tbe new bridge 
carrying it in addiliuti to its own weight 
and' the regular traflic. The old will 
then lie clisconnecteil piece by piece, and 
tho new lioor system placed in position 
as tlie work progresses. 

The last work will be to remove the 
four cables of . the suspenaiod bridge, 
each weighing " 170 tons and having a 
length of 1,000 feet. Then the towers 
will come down, and a landmark long 
familiar to tourists to Niagara Falls will 
have disappeared. 

The contract for the new bridge ^vaa 
let last Jliiy. In Sepleinber riOO.tXKI feet 
of lumber was used in constructing pre- 
liminary w ork on either side of the river, 
extending from the dill's to tbe spring- 
ing points of the arch. Then on Janu- 
ary I'ti, the first piece of riveted steel was 
jilaced in its perinaneiit position. 

The Usual methods of erecting bridges 
c nild not be employed on account of tbe 
iinpcssibility of i-oniii ructiniT tenii)orary 
staniiig across the jiorize, nor is the old 
brid;;e sulliciently strong to Bupi)ort any 
portion of the new hridne or of the erec- 
tion plant. The arch is, therefore, •being 
builtoiit in sectioiiH fromeacli bank, canti- 
lever fashion. The hut tout of each arm rests 
on the Hjjringing points, or " skewbacks" 
of the arch, the tops being am^hored by 
nu'aii.s ol heavy chains, cofiipuseil of 
e\ i; bars, •„';')() feel back on either blull', 
win're the chaiiiij are curved arotiml 
and down eighteen feet into tbe solid 
rock. There lliey are embedded in con- 
ciete. 

Tbe pull on each of lliese anclioraL'cs 
exceeds 2,000, tJOO po.unds, which ia ei|oal 
t) the traction jbower of lUO freight 
engines. 

in order to control tbe weight of the 
overliaiiging arms, four diamond shaped 
ailjustueals are j)laceil in theani-hor 
(diaiiiF, which are ojeraieil by right and 
I -ft hand screws, revolved by a capstan 
t uit re(|uires the united .atrenglb of 
e I'oteen inefi to turn.

'W^ashed ashore on Long Beach, on the 
coast of Washington, yesterday was a 
life-buoy marked Samaria, which to the 

majority of marinera auggesta the reason 
of the long absence of the brig Samaria, 
v,'hich Joft the Sound on the 20th of 
March deeply loaded with coal for San 
Francisco. 'A fejv days ago the revenue 
cutter Richard Euah returned to San 
Francisco from a fruitless search for the 
iniaeing collier, having cruised all along 
the coast and to a latitude of about 200 
miles north of Mendocino. This fact, 
together with that of tho finding of the 
life-preserver, the extraordinary delay of 
the vessel at sea and the complete dis- 
appearance of the craft from the general 
course of navigation, leavea no doubts in 
the minds of tlioee interested that tho 
ship has boon lost together with 
the twenty-one of a crew aboard. 
A list of tho crew aliipped in San I'^ran- 
cisco for tbe round trip is as follows : (). 
Ablgrew, carpenter, Finland; (ieorgo 
Jackson, New York ; Fkigene Lower, 
California; N. Parson, Swedfen; W. 
Briid, Holland ; lOinil Ytterstraw, 
Sweden; Mike h'alka, Ireland; .James A, 
Cashin, Ni'W York; 10. Regan, Ireland;. 
Thomas Kelly, Massachusetts: J. J''ob- 
trow, Finland; O. I'eri!, Sweden;

I )n the very Baiiie day that the Cor- 
bett-I-'il/.^iiiiiiioiis niatcli was foui,'ht at 
Carson City, English fashion, the 
Parisians enjoyed a famous fight, French 
fashion, in the duel between the great 
Italian fencing master, the Chevalier 
Pini, and JI. Tbomeguex, a renowned 
Parisian swordsman. A brief mention 
of the all'air was cabled to the news- 
papers here, in which it was treated 
rather lightly; but in reality it was a 
desperate light, in which marvelous 
phases of fencing were displayed. It 
waa a nine-bout iiatlle, and lasted more 
than forty ininutea. Its semi-interna- 
tional character gave it considerable ad- 
ditional interest. It waa witnes.sed by a 
boat of eii;ht-eeerH, all gathered near the 
stand of the Saiiit-(.)tien racecourse. In 
the crowd were many photograiiliers 
taking snap shots, and one of Ibem bad 
a kinetoscope, which took in the combat 
from start to finish, just as in the case 
of Corbett and FItzsiinmons. Tbe cause 
of the duel waa'trivial, and it is now ad- 
mitted that it was a case of mistaken 
identity. 

At about 2 o'clock p.m. the principals, 
with their seconds and surgeons, arrived. 
Pini was first upon the ground. He ap- 
peared to be delighted, and warmly 
shook tho bauds of many friends, while 
the photographers opened fire upon him, 
taking him in front, in the rear, and on 
the flank. Immediately afterward Tho- 
megucx appeared. He was smiling, and, 
like Pini, greeted his friends, while the 
Euap-shootera aimed at him. 

The grave responsibility of dircc'.ing 
tbe combat, or, in other words, acting as 
referee, fell upon M. Cieorgea Breitt- 
maver. When the swords were cros6(;d 
and tbe ueual "Go, gentlemen!" waa 
pronouncccl, the light began. M. Tbome- 
guex, in a threatening style, held hia 
weapon well in line, and, advancing, 
made several feints for an opening. M . 
Pini remained on tbe defensive, evi- 
dently watching for n chance fora deadly 
rifioste, hut fortune did not favor him. 
Nevertlieless, in this bout he disarmed 
his adversary, lie saluted; his yalute 
was returned, and the battle was renew- 
ed with vigor. !!viiiently the men were 
evenly matched. The second bout was 
without incident, beyond giving an ex- 
hibition of splendid swordnianship. 

In tbe third bout, Thomeguei, fancy- 
ing that he bad wounded Pini in the 
aim, lowered his weapon. The sur- 
i:e<iM!! tiislied in and found that Pini was 
not touched. 

I'l l- fourth bout was furious. Willi 
1 o' I ■ ' I, ing rapiility Pini drove his weapon 
111 I'lioniesiiiex 'a chest, l.oit a vijiorous 
parry sent il to the t;rouiiil. The jioint 
landed on a stone. The sword waa bent 
like a reed and rendered worthless. 
Another sword was handed to tbe Italian 
professor, and the fifth bout was with- 
out incident. The combatants were 
winded. 

In ll;e sixth bout the fight was stop- 
ped hy the seconds, who believed that 
M. Pini waa wounded in the arm. He 
was unhurt. 

The duelists now faced each other for 
the seventh bout. They bounded at 
each other, lunging with wonderful 
force and parrying with eciual skill, until 
the point of Pini's weapon reached the 
guard of Thomeguex's. and, for the sec- 
ond time, the former's weapon was 
bent. 

.•\ftcr a little time it was rojiaired, and 
the eighth bout waa he);un with furious 
attacks on the jiart of Tlionieguex. I'ini 
gave ground, watching for a ripoate. 
.•\ ppareiit ly Ills chance jiieheiited itaelf, 
ami he sent in a terrilic thrust at Thoiiie- 
giiex's breast. Some of the sjiectatora 
shiuldered, and many of them thought 
tbe man had been run through or, at 
least, badly wounded ; but a parry, that 
is described as " Bomethin|; marvelous " 
by the experts who saw it, saved him, 
and, when the seconds and surgeons 
rushed in, they found him unhurt and 
smiling. 

In till! iiinlh bout M. Tlionieguex was 
wounded in the right cheek. He de- 
clared tliat il was merely a scratch, and 
insisted upon going on; but tho sur- 
geons insisted that the internal hem- 
orrhage interfered with hia breathing to 
such a degree that he was in a condition 
of inferiority. M. Bicittmayer then 
stopped the (Combat. * 

The Chevalier Pini advanced toward 
.M. ')''liomeguex and oU'ered him hia 
hand. The latter grasped it, muttered 
Homo complimentary remarka, and the 
two men left tbe dueling ground fast 
friends. — New York Sun.
